8, and Eden's No. 1 were virtually
completed this week and” prepara-
tions were being made to install
machinery. The first three wells lie
along Carson street, and bring the
total in that group up to eight. The
Bartholomae well will offset Hub
No. 8, and the Standard Oil is put-
ting in the foundation for Torrance
Community No. 3, which will offset
Torrance No. 4. This will add two
more wells to the Carson street
group, and it is understood that the
Chanslor-Canfield Midway company
has staked the location for Del Amo
No. 4, across the road from Tor-
rance No, 2,
It is apparent that the drilling
alomg Carson street has just begun,
and that the knoll between the
Standard Oil lease and Cedar sreet
will look like a second .edition’ of
Signal Hill when operations are be-
gun on the small leases in that lo-
cality. The leases, are so. located

that a well on one virtually compels
an offset on adjoining leases, and
now that the race for the oil has
been started there will be no way
to stop it. The Hub company has
announced its intention ot drill” four
wells, and more wells as fast as
the tools being used in Signal Hill
wells are released, The first of the
big producers is expected to b#
struck in this new section.

There is, perhaps, nothing that
has Stimulated the imagination, of
Torrance residents as to the popgsi-
bilities of the oil field as the sight
of the derrick of the Eden’s well
at the corner of Western avenue
and 213th street. The work on the
rig was only started last Thursday.
Drilling machinery, according to R.
W. Edens, head of the Orange Coun-
ty Drilling company, which has ac-
quired 106-acre lease in the vicinity
of the well, wilMbe installed imme-,
diately, and the well completed as
fast as is possible, If a gusher sand
is tapped Torrance will at once take
its place among the big flelds of
the state,

The sight of the new derrick
stimulated actiyity in the land east
of the industrial belt and prices au-
tomatically went higher, The Do-
minguez Land corporation boosted
the price of the lots in the 137-acre
Standard Oil lease 256 per cent, and
another and bigger boost in price
can bhe expected if the Eden's well
hits the pay sand.
